'"Gee, I wonder if I could 
ever do anythin? to promote 
the goodwill of the coun- 
try?” she said. "T have two 
things I'd like to do. 

“And that’s beautification 
of Washington, number one. 
and number two, recently 
I've gotten a desire to work 
in the State Department” 

She said the love she 
waitt-s to spread would get 
countries “away from each 
other's throats.” 

“And I resent the fact 
that America is not looked 
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upon as a beautiful, wonder- 
ful country..” Mrs. Mitchell 
said in a taped television in- 
terview on station KATV. 

Mrs. Mitchell, who was 
born in Pine Bluff. Ark... re- 
kindled tics with her native 
state following the Senate 5 
refusal to confirm G. tiar- 
rold Carswell of Florida to 
the '..'.S. Supreme Court. 

She called the Arkansas 
Gazette in Little Rock in the 
middle of the night and 
ur«ed editors to "crucify” 
Sen. J. William Fulbrfght 
tD-Ark.: for his vote against 
Carswell. 

Of Fuibright’s vote against 
Carswell. Mrs. Mitchell said: 
take it as a personal in- 
sult to myself. I'm a South- 
erner. president Nixon is 
not a Southerner. My hus- 
band Is not a Southerner. 
But I have an emotional 
feeling about it and that's 
the whole story.”
